its revised proposal by 31 March, 2008. This Order was 
notified in the Ga/etto of India on 14 February, 2008. 

2. The KOPT vide its letter dated 22 April, 2008 has 
requested this Authority to extend the dale of submission 
of proposal for revision of the Schedule of Rent for Land 
and Buildings at Haldia and at Kolkata till 30 June, 2008 
and extend the validity of the existing Rent Schedule of 
Land and Buildings of KOPT al Haldia for a period upto 
31 August, 2008. 

3.1 The KOPT has reported that the consultant 
engaged by it i.e. M/s. Price Waterhouse & Coopers Pvt, 
Ltd. (PWC) have recently submitted the draft valuation 
report for Land and Buildings of both Haldia Dock Complex 
(HDC) and Kolkata Dock System <KDS). The KOPT has 
further stated thai it has already initiated action for 
constitution of the Committee to consider Ihe Valuation 
Report as prescribed in the Land Policy Guidelines.
